MRS. BRADLEY'S OWN

WASHINGTON, Nov. 19.—Mrs. An- 
mie Bradley, on trial for the killing of 
former Senator Brown of Utah, took 
the witness stand today in her own 
behalf, and her assumption of that 
position marked the climax of the al- 
ready famous case.

Must Be Passed.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 19.—{Exctusive 


Dispatch.} In with the 
President's announcement in his re- 
cent letter to Secretary Cortelyou, 


plans are being laid by the President 
and his advisers for pushing currency 
legislation at the coming session of 
Congress. 

Before the President’s letter was 
made public, communication with ref- 
erence to currency iegisiation had 
been exchanged with many members 
of both *he House and Senate and 
enough affirmative replies had been re- 
ceived to warrant the President in say- 
ing that ne had the assurance that the 
leaders in Congress were ‘‘considering 
a currency bill, which will meet in per- 
manent fashion the heeds of the situa- 
tion.” 

Speaker Cannon was one of the lead- 
ers communicated with whose reply 
has not been received at the White 
House. It may be said on good au- 
thority’ that the part of the President's 
message om currency reform is now in 
the hands of the public printer and 
will not again be changeli before Con- 
gress meets. 

CONTAINS DEFINITE PLAN. 

Tt is not a series of general state- 
ments, such as was made by the Pres- 
ident in his last message in the treat- 
ment of currency subjects, but it con- 
tains a definite, concrete plan for Bae 
islation, which has been agreed n 
by the President and his Cabinet with 


variogs parts of the country. 

While the details of this part of the 
President’s' message are not obtainable 
at this time, it can be stated here to- 
day with seme authority that the Pres- 
ident is unalterably opposed to an as- 
set currency. National bank currency 
is suggested as the alternative.

PLAN OF BANKERS. 

This association, which is influential 
and fairly represer‘tative of the bank- 
ing interests, has indorsed a plan of 
credit currency, briefly as follows: 

Any national bank having a surplus 


may issue credit rotes to an amount 
equal to 40 per cent. of its bond-se- 
cured cireulation, evbject to a tax at 
the rate of © per cent. per annum upon) 
the average amount outstanding in 
excess of the amount first mentioned. 


The same reserve shall be carried 
against c t no‘es as now required 
by law to be carried against deposits. 


The same plan provides for a § per 
cent. guarantee fund from which to 
redeem notes of ary defaulting bank, 
' This is understocd to be the plan 
which the administration is ready to 
favor, although these conditions may 
be changed regarding the amount of 
tax and further limitations upon the 
amount of issue. 
WOULD ADD TO CURRENCY. 

Such a law would provide an in- 
crease of something like $200,000,000 wo 
the present stock of currency. Admin- 
istration officials admit that the sim- 
plest law possible must be drafted, 
consistent with furnishing greater elas- 
ticity in the currency system. Care 
will be taken to keep away from intri- 
cate or experimental features which 
might shake the foundations of the 
present system. 

The President will heartily recom- 
mend the ertablishment of government 
postal savings banks. It is already ap- 
parent that no currency Icgisiation will 
be able to get through Congress with- 
out much cpposition and perhaps lonz 
delay. Spegker Cannon is understood 
to be inimical to almost every plan that 
has been suggested. He is backed up 
by many western Senators. The West 
is expected to be against the foregoing 
plan of credit currency. Some of the

NOT CHANCE LAW. ‘| 


Act Under Which h Certificates will Be 
issued Is on Statute Books by 
Design. 

{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 19.—[{Exclusive 
Dispatch.} “The law under which the 
Secretary of the Treasury is to issue 
$100,000,000 of debt certificates to re- 
lieve the financial stringency of the 
country :s not upon the statute books 
by chance, as has been inhimated,” said 
Representat've Dalzell, ranking mem- 
ber of the Ways bogs Means Commit- 
tee, tonight. 

“It is thdbe by ‘Calin and to en- 
able the government to issue short- 
time bonde whenever the occasion 
arises. The War Revenue Act was 
passed in 1898, and, of course, it was 
for the sole purpose of raising revenue 
for carrying on the war with Spain. 

“It placed @ tax upon bank checks 
and other documents and upon propri- 
etary articles of various kinds, and 
among the provisions of that act was 
this one empowering the Secretary of 
the Treasury to issue debt certificates 
om short-term bonds to run for one 


year. 

“Qn February 17, 1902, Congress re- 
pealed the tax imposed by that act, 
as it were no longer required, but 
the provision for issuing the debt cer- 
tificates was not repealed. 

“Tt was the general opinion that it 
should remain in force in order that 
the President could raise funds at any 
time that an emergency requiring them 
should arise.

NANCIAL SHIP DRAGS ANCHOR. 

The total stock of all kinds of 
currency or legal tender in the United 
States at this time is a little over 
$2,800,000,000. This legal tender is 
all good, just so far as the stock of 
gold furnishes a sufficiently broad and 
solid foundation to hold up the whole 
superstructuré—or, to refer to the 
headline and get back to the meta- 
phor therein, so long as the gold 
(the anchor of the financial ship) 
holds and prevents the vessel from 
drifting. 

So long as seas are deep and skies 
fare clear the anchor may remain on 
deck. If there were no storms, no 
rocks, no shoals, no currents, no 
tides, the ship would need no anchor. 
The storm broke about four weeks 
ago and the ship found need of her 
anchor. How is it holding? 

The stock of money of all kinds is 
set forth above. In times of stress 
the whole strain must fall on the 
gold, which underlies all the other 
money. We have in gold somewhat 
short of $1,500,000,000; and the United 
States Treasurer holds in the vaults 
or in deposite with national banks 
close to $500,000,000 of this real 
money, or one-third of it all. . 

There is in silver. money—ful! legal 
tender—somewhere about 9$575,000,- 
000, all good for its face, but in- 
trinsically worth only about half the 
face. There is also a sum of over 
$100,000,000 in fractional silver worth 
hardly half its face value. The total 
silver, whose validity is based half 
on the gold in whieh it is redeemable, 
is something like $675,000,000 at the 
present time. 

Then there is a national bank paper 
currency, worth nothing in itself, but 
whose value rests solely on its re- 
deemability in gold, amounting to 
nearly $460,000,000. The government 
does not redeem these notes and it is 
not legal tender. 

Silver and paper combined, there is 
a total of about $1,135,000,000, whose 
value as currency depends on the 
pledge of being redeemed in gold. 

Taking account of the gold held by 
the treasury, there is here a rather 
larger sum of “flat” money in circula- 


‘tion than the amount of the gold on 


which it is based. 

Against the gold held by the United 
States Treasurer we must remember 
that there are outstanding ‘“green- 
backs” amounting to something near 
$350,000,000. This. does not include 
gold certificates or silver certificates 


treasury, not included in assets of 
the government. For the redemption 
of the “greenbacks” the government 
holds constantly a sum of $150,000,000 
in gold. 


backed by dollar for dollar in the 
treasury and not counted as an asset 
of the government; $100,000,000, 
standard silver dollars; $470,000,000, 
or thereabouts, silver certificates, 
backed by a Nke amount of silver in 
the treasury; about $100,000,000, 
fractional silver coins; between $11,- 
000,000 and $12,000,000, United States 
notes of 1890; over  $335,000,000 
“greenbacks” and short of $500,000,- 
000 national] bank notes. 

These figures vary a good deal from 
month to month. 

With $2,800,000,000 total stock of 
money, of which less than $1,500,000,- 
000 is gold, about $700,000,000 silver 
worth half its face, and United States 
‘notes and national bank notes, all 
dependent on gold for their value, 
amounting to close to .$800,000,000— 
or in all, $1,500,000 “fiat” or semi- 
fiat money, rather more than equal 
to the entire stock of gvuld-it is easy 
to see that in a financial gale the 
ship might easily drag her anchor. 

That is just what Joseph French 
Johnson, dean of the College of Fi- 
mance, Currency, etc., in the New 
York University, says has taken 
place. He says:

ultimate stay of the gold standard, 
has gone to the limit of its protection 
of the country’s credit. In reality, the 
country has slipped from its gold 
basis and is humiliated before the 
world.” 

The figures here given are based 
on recent statistics furnished by the 
United States Treasurer, with an at- 
tempt by estimate to adjust them to 
the probable present facts. 

If a little flurry strains our finan- 
cial system so hard, with only a part 
of our money of the “fiat” brand, it 
is easy to see what would be the re- 
sult if we were like Mexico of ten 
years ago, or like China now, doing 
all our business on ai semi-credit 
basis, that is on a silver coinage, with 
no gold to bear the strain.
